The alderman and the mayor | 
participated in a brief argument 
Friday afternoon over Cates’ se-| 
lection of H. G. Fields as his choice | 
to succeed the late Charles Don- 
nally as sanitary inspector. Halley | 
and Councilmen Charles Chose-| 
wood and E. A, Minor forced) 
Cates to nominate W. R. Wood-' 
ward for the. position also. 

Pleading for the committee to 
allow the chief to select his own | 
departmental officials, Hartsfield | 
continued his position that depart- | 
ment heads should run their de- 
partments and he held directly re- 
sponsible for efficient operation. 
: Hailey’s statement follows in 

ull: 

“IT have no apologies to make 
for the position taken at the meet- 
ing of the sanitary committee yes- 
terday. The people of Atlanta 
elected me to represent them, the 
people, and not to represent the 
will of the mayor or any one man. 
The clash in the committee was 
caused by an attempt on the part 
of Councilmen Minor, Chosewood 
and myself to elect a man, recom- 
mended by the chief himself, who 
had seniority in the department. 
whereas, the chief had a Dctonai 
preference for a younger man. The 
law gives the right of election of 
all inspectors to the committee and 
I regret that the mayor doesn't 
think council members should | 
have anything to do with the elec- |

NEWNAN, Ga., June 11.—With 
the interest of Georgia farmers 
centered on the exceptionally large 
grain crop produced this year, 
Otis Jones, of Newnan, Coweta 
county farmer, may boast of a 
crop equalled by few in the state.

night they had advanced to within 
three miles of Castlellon de la 
Plana, key objective in their drive 
on Valencia. 

The advance was said to. have 
come after Insurgents cracked 
Valencia’s main outer defenses by 
occupying Albocacer, fortified 
town 27 miles north of Castlellon 
and 67 miles from Valencia.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—(4)— 
When Thomas G. Corcoran (Tom- 
my the Cork) pauses in his long 
days of labor for President Roose- 
velt, he muses on five jobs he'd 
like to have. 

None of these jobs is political 


‘in the “running for office” sense. 


He disclaims political ambitions 
Instead, he expects “some day” to 
return to the Wall Street law firm 
from which he came. 

The man who rose from an un- 
noticed legal job in Herbert Hoo- 
ver’s RFC to White House handy- 
man—speech-writer, legal advisor, 
political strategist and ear-to-the- 
ground informant — would like 
most, at 37, to become: 

1. Forest warden on top Mount 
Carrigan in New Hampshire. 

2.\Head of the civil service 
with authority to set up a “career” 
service of trained personnel like 
the British have 

3. Leader of the Boy Scouts of 
America. 

4. Chief of federal conservation 
work. 

5. A co-ordinator to fit youth 
coming out of college into its first 
jobs; to gear educated manpower 
into the kind of work each indi- 
vidual is suited to do. 

Intent on Last. 

The one job he’s really intent 
on is the last. 

Already,- he has done much 
work in fitting young lawyers out 
of Harvard into their first jobs. 
In New York, he ran the law 
school’s placement bureau, bring- 
‘ing brilliant graduates and pros- 


perous alumni together. In Wash- 
ington, he found government work | 
‘for many other promising legal | 


minds. 

He believes that the average 
college graduate flounders for five 
years before he finds his place in 
the modern world. 


His own example: Corcoran 


didn't “find himself” in the legal | 


world until he was nearly 30. His 
grandfather was a sea captain 
19. 

' For years, Corcoran served the 


administration in some of its 
hardest fights with the “passion 
from anonymity” which President 
Roosevelt has asked of his confi- 
dential assistants. 

Lately, he has become the cen- 
ter of a political argument. Sen- 
ator Wheeler, Democrat, Montana, 
named Corcoran among “a little 
group of men” whom he charged 
with marking anti-administration 
Democrats for “oblivion.” 

Corcoran’s associates in the ad- 
ministration say his work is not 
different from that of the regular 
White House secretariat. One said 
the President used Corcoran as 
any corporation head would use a 
trusted aide. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself laughed 
loudly at the furore, and said ad- 
ministration opponents were try- 
ing to set up Corcoran as a bogey 
man. :

Big ‘Market’ for Medical Insurance 
Is Oftered in U. S., Survey Reveals 


Majority Willing To 
Some Fixed Charge 
Per Month. 


By GEORGE GALLUP.

NEW YORK, June 12.—Do the 
people of the United States receive 
adequate medical care? If not, 
what should be done about it? 

Tomorrow, when the American 
Medical Associations gathers in 
San Francisco for its annual con- 
vention, the country may hear 
what solutions the medical profes- 
sion has to offer. 

Meanwhile a nation-wide sur- 
vey conducted by the American 
Institute of Public Opinion shows 
what ordinary Americans in all 


Pay 


parts of the country think about 


paying for the costs of medical 
care, and what they would be 
willing to do. 

This is what the survey shows: 

1. That more than four out of 
every 10 Americans have had to 
forego medical care, at some time, 
because of the costs of present-day 
treatment, 

2. That a majority of Ameri- 
cans would be willing to pay some 


fixed charge by the month or year 
if they could be assured of com- 


' plete medical and hospital care. 


3. That about one voter in three 
says he is willing to pay what 
some health associations have 
found to be a satisfactory charge 
—$2 a month per person. 

In other words, the survey in- 
dicates the existence of a great 
potential market for a new prin- 
ciple in medical care—the prin- 
ciple of group health insurance. 
Some medical economists believe 
that such a system needs to be 
developed to bring regular medi- 
cal care within the reach of the 
middle income groups in the 
United States. 

Whether this is true or not, to- 
day’s Institute survey shows how 
far public opinion has moved to- 
ward the acceptance of a new ar- 
rangement for medical care— 
probably farther than most would 
have guessed. For that reason it 
will be of special interest to doc- 
tors and medical economists. 

Cost Brings Delay. 

Comments from those 
viewed throughout the United 
States show that many persons 
would favor a plan for group med- 
ical care because “it would help 
us to budget doctor bills.” Today, 
they point out, the average Amer- 
ican can have little idea how 
much he will need to spend for 


inter- 


medical and hospital care in any 


given year. 

Another argument for the plan, 
the comments show, is that no 
contributor would have to put off 
going to the doctor because of the 
cost. 

The Institute found that 42 per 
cent of those interviewed through- 
out the country said they had put 
off going to the doctor, at some 
time or other, for just that reason. 

The greatest percentage of per- 
sons who have foregone medical 
care are in the south and in the 
big cities of the northeast, the 
survey shows. But even in sec- 
tions with the best score in this 
respect—New England and the 
East Central States—35 per cent 
of the voters say they have not 
had all the medical care they 
wanted.

FAVOR FEDERAL AID 


By Institute of Public Opinion. 

NEW YORK, June 12.—One 
part of the medical problem in the 
United States is brinving medical 
care into the reach of those who 
can pay something for § it—the 
other part of the problem is car- 
ing for those who cannot possibly 
pay for it. 

Both these issues will receive 
attention in the next few days at 
the San Francisco convention of 
the American Medicai Association 
and at the National Health Con- 
ference called in Washington by 
President Roosevelt. 

As the survey published else- 
where on this page indicates, a 
majority of Americans are willing 
to pay some fixed amount per 
month if they can be assured of 
complete doctor and hospital care. 
For others, the present system of 
paying individual fees to a pri- 
vate doctor for individual atten- 
tion is quite satisfactory. 

But what about the _§ indigent 
American who has no regular in- 
come — who cannot therefore 
budget a fixed sum every month 
for fedical care? 

Today a supplementary 
conducted throughout the United 
States by the American Institute 
of Public Opinion shows that the 
great majority of voters think the 
government should shoulder re- 
sponsibility for such persons. 

In the past 30 years, indeed, 
there has been a big increase in 
he number of public nealth activ- 
ities attempted by the state, local 
and federal governments, but to- 
day's survey indicates that these 
activities may be extended con- 
siderably in the future. 

The Institute found that more 
than 8 voters in 10 today approve 
the idea of government-provided 
medical care for those who can- 
not provide for themselves. 

The vote is: 

“Do you think the government 
should be responsible for provid- 
ing medical care for people who 
are unable to pay for it?”

Probably the interest in the 
problem of medical c.re for the 
poor nowadays is one aftermath 
of lingering depression. Increased 
unemployment, diminished income 
and the difficulty of collecting 
payments have put the system of 
private medical charity to tremen- 
dous strain.

None was injured. 

Malloy checked the speed of the 
St. Louis-Little Rock train when 
he came to the water-covered 
tracks. 33 miles south of here. The 
fact he was traveling slowly pre- 
vented a more serious accident.

When the creek receded suffi- 
ciently, three state highway de- 
partment trucks and several pfi- 
vate atitomobiles were able to 
reach the bluff and remove the 
passengers. They were taken to 
Festus, Mo., where Missouri Pa- 
cific buses met them and returned 
them to St. Louis.

The purpose of the Bulletin is to chronicle the worth- 
while things done for, by, and with the Negro, as a basis 
of increasing inter-racial good-will and understanding. 


“Tuberculosis Among Negroes” 
as described by Dr. H. E. Nash, 
Staff physician, negro clinic, At- 
lanta Tuberculosis Association, ap- 
peared in the current issue of Dis- 
eases of the Chest, a magazine 
published by the American College 
of Chest Physicians. In this article 
Dr. Nash has the following to say: 

“At last tuberculosis among the 
negroes is at the bar of public at- 
tention. Because of the enormity 
of the disease on the one hand, and 
the easy transmissibility on the 
other, the attention of our south- 
ern states has been called to this 
ever present menace. 

Toll Heavy. 

“This mass murderer has been 
taking its toll since the days be- 
fore Ovid (43 B. C.—18 A. D.), 


who in one of his fables wrote “A 


dire infection had once infected 
the Latin air, and the pale bodies 
were deformed by a consumption 
that dried up the blood.” Thus, 
centuries ago Ovid had observed 
the ravages of consumption. 

“The statistics show that from 
this disease the mortality rate in 
the negro, is three times greater 
than in the white race. 

“The death rate for Georgia in 
1936—colored, 96.3: white 33.3. 

“With such a high mortality rate 
in the negro, there comes a chal- 
lenge to those in control of the 
tuberculosis program in this area. 

“1. The challenge is to those in 
control of the program of health 
education, to employ people of the 
negro group to teach this vital sub- 
ject to the underprivileged 
negroes, You will find that 
negroes can get the subject over 
to negroes in a way they will un- 
derstand. 

“Viz: A tuberculosis worker 
(white) went to a certain neigh- 
borhood in a city in Georgia to in- 
quire after John Jones, a tubercu- 
losis patient. She inquired of a 
group of negroes in that neighbor- 
hood as to the whereabouts of 
John Jones. One negro looked afar 
off. scratched his head and said, 
“John Jones, John Jones, John 
Jones! I don’t know where he 
lives.” The colored school teacher 
came along about this time and the 
white tuberculosis worker asked 
her if she could get the desired in- 
formation. 


The colored teacher 
approached this same group of)

Well established clinics, 
should be maintained with a/| 
trained staff of negro physicians | 
to diagnose and administer the’ 
treatment, because of the present | 
shortage of beds in state sana-| 
toria. | 

“The compression treatment is 
a wonderful aid in the fight on 
tuberculosis. Pneumothorax has 
worked wonders for those who 
must wait to be admitted to the 
sanatorium, and it often cuts short 
the patient's stay in the sanato- 
rium. Pneumothorax, in trained) 
hands, helps the ambulatory cases 
to recover earlier. This results in 
a great saving to the taxpayer. To 
give this treatment, it is necessary 
to have access to an "X-ray and 
fluoroscope. The earlier the dis- 
eased lung is collapsed, the better 
for both the patient and those 
with whom he comes in contact. 
The sooner collapse is attained, 
the earlier the open case is closed. 

Improvement Obtained. 

“In the negro clinic of the At- 
lanta Tuberculosis Association 
spectacular improvement has been 
obtained in those cases in which 
we were able to induce a success- 
ful collapse. The sputum becomes 
free of tubercle bacilli, the cough 
stops, the temperature returns to 
normal, they put on weight and 
clinically look as though they had 
never been ill. I made a report 
of a study of 48 cases of pneumo- 
thorax in this clinic, which was' 
published in Diseases of 
Chest in December, 1936, which 
showed that even in those cases 
where we could not get a satis- 
factory collapse, there was marked 
improvement’ in the general 
health.

is the next one I have to play. I 
never bother about the ones I've 
missed.

EXPOSING A FALLACY 

There is widespréad belief in the United 
States that taxes in this country are much 
lighter than in other important nations. This 
belief is fostered by many men in public life. 
Even President Roosevelt, in his speech at 
Arthurdale, made the statement that taxes in 
the United States, “local, state and federal 
combined, are nowhere near as high in this 
country as they are in any other great nation 
that pretends to be up to date.” 


The President must be seriously misinformed 
on this point. 


For, as a matter of statistical fact, this 
country heads the list of all nations of conse- 
quence in the amount of taxation paid, per 
capita, by its people. Only Great Britain exacts 
taxes at as high a rate, and, strangely enough, 
the two stand equal on this matter. 


The average amount of taxes, including fed- 
eral and local in both instances, paid by Amer- 
icans and Britishers alike, is $107 per annum 
per person. 


This figure is for 1938 and is arrived at by 
taking the tax collections for each country and 
dividing the total according the official 
rensus of the populations. 


to 


The figures on tax collections in this coun- 
try are taken from federal budget estimates 
and the computations of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board. The British figures 
are from the budget supplement of the London 
Economist, for national taxes, and from the 
Statistical Abstract for the United Kingdom 
for British local taxes. 


However, as pointed out by Harry Scherman 
in the New York Herald Tribune for June 8, this 
figure is actually misleading in so far as the 
United States is concerned. The actual cost of 
government in this country, per person, is con- 
Siderably more than $107. For the taxes col- 
lected are not enough to pay that cost. There- 
fore, the government has resorted to borrow- 
ing to make up the deficit. 


To arrive at the correct cost of government 
it is therefore necessary to consider not only 
the total of taxes collected for the year, but the 
increase in governmental debt 
year. 

By applying this rule to the United States, 
to Great Britain and to France, it is found that 
the cost of government, per person, in the three 
countries, is $133 per annum in the United 
States, $123 in Great Britain and $103 in 
France. These figures are for 1936, the latest 
year for which authoritative government fig- 
ures were available at the time the results were 
verified by the Twentieth Century Fund. 

Thus it is revealed that the common Amer- 
ican belief that taxes and cost of government 
are lower in this country is entirely fallacious. 
For ail errors, however, there must be cause. 
The cause of this faulty information in Amer- 
ica is not far to seek. 

It is because a large percentage of the taxes 
we pay are of that vicious type known as indi- 
rect taxes. They are added to, and covered 
up, in the price of the things we buy, all the 
way from rents and mortgage notes to beer 
and skittles. 

Many men and women think of their income 
and ad valorem taxes as their entire tax pay- 
‘ments, not realizing that these taxes they see 
are but a small proportion of the total they 
pay. Persons who do not have to pay income 
or ad valorem taxes, all too frequently regard 
‘themselves as non-taxpayers. They are merely 
dreaming in a fool's paradise. 

Following the same process used to arrive 
at the average taxation per person, it is re- 
vealed that, on a basis of families, the average 
‘American family pays out, in one form or 
another, $523 per year for the support of gov- 
ernment. When it is remembered that the 
‘figures used include every family in the United 
States, not leaving out the most poverty- 
‘stricken and most minute income-earners, it 
will be realized that most families actually pay 


for the same 


out more than the $523 figure given. 


- Jt must not be believed that any large pro- 
’ portion of governmental costs in America go 
for relief purposes for the unfortunate. It is 
the rapidly 
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mounting rate of government expenditure, to 
say. “would you let the people starve?” 

Yet, a further breakdown of figures shows 
that, including both state and federal relief 
costs, only $90 of each family’s contribution, 


this year—$523—goes for relief. If all forms of | 


relief were stopped, each American family 
would still have to pay $433 annually for gov- 
ernment expense. 

It is an easy alibi for government expense 
to say that we are in happy state, compared 
to others. But it is a false alibi. 

As a matter of fact, among the major na- 
tions of the world, the people of the United 
States are today carrying the heaviest load of 
governmental expense of all.

Overseas he was wounded in action and, 
for efficiency and gallantry, promoted to a 
captaincy. He was cited for bravery and is the 
holder of decorations for courage in action 
awarded by the government. 

He has been active in affairs of the Amer- 
ican Legion. He is a past commander of the 
Harold Byrd Post, No. 66, of Decatur, and is a 
past department commander of the Department 
of Georgia. 

With his native ability, his training and ex- 
perience, Captain Candler is, beyond doubt, the 
ideal man for the important position at the 
head of the RFC in Georgia.

HOLC ANNIVERSARY 

Five years ago, when the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation was established, many people 
doubted the wisdom of the government going 
into the real estate business. But when it is 
remembered that hundreds of thousands of 
families, through no fault of their own, were 
on the verge of losing their most cherished pos- 
session, the home; that this family asset was 
saved through the instrumentality of an HOLC 
loan, it puts the matter in an entirely different 
light from a purely business point of view. 

Its success in attaining the objective sought 
may best be described in the words of its gen- 
eral manager: “Out of those approximately 
million persons whose homes the HOLC sal- 
vaged, about 620,000 today are either entirely 
current or less than three months in arrears. 
Some 130,000 are meeting all current bills, as 
well as making regular payments on their ar- 
rearages. More than 100,000 others still have a 
chance to save their homes. 

“Yes, it is true the corporation has acquired 
about 85,000 properties. But the loans were 
granted to distressed people. Their plights did 
not end the day the loans were granted. Many 
of them had struggled for years for a normal 
living. Many of them, of course, lost the fight.” 

But foreclosures, according to the manage- 
ment, are far below the ratio in private’ lend- 
ing groups. They have not been made where 
a borrower has even a remote chance to save 
his home. They come usually after borrowers 
are 20 months in arrears, where the total pay- 
ments and interest reach the point where the 
corporation is forced to act to protect the bond- 
holders. Naturally, HOLC had to take bad risks. 
It was an emergency job. If the risks weren't 
considered “bad” private lénders would have 
gone along. Looking back over the five years 
of its life the HOLC may be justly proud of 
its accomplishments. 


WASTED RESOURCES 

So much has been said, so much written 
with reference to protecting the nation’s timber 
sources from the danger of destruction by fire, 
it often seems as if the subject is being over- 
emphasized; that the danger must exist in 
some far distant part of the country, but not 
here. Inasmuch, however, as the forest is one 
of the south’s most valuable assets, another 
warning against this preventable hazard, may 
be in order. 

One astonishing fact often overlooked is that 
more timber, more trees, more forest resources 
are wasted by fire every year than are actually 
consumed in industrial and domestic usage. 

The latest available figures for Florida, 
Georgia and South Carolina, where an esti- 
mated 35,000,000 acres are wooded lands, in- 
dicates that 313,000,000 cubic feet of timber were 
cut for industrial and domestic use in one year. 
During the same 12 months, 406,000,000 cubic 
feet went up in smoke, destroyed by carelessness 
before the much abused timber wasters and 
loggers could even get at it. Noestimate is pos- 
sible of the loss of potential resources in 
seedlings and saplings which would have grown 
to maturity, except for the forest’s greatest 
enemy, fire. 

Elimination of this hazard would make it 
possible to provide an inexhaustable supply of 
this essential raw material. Since the forest is 
the backbone of many old and new industries 
in the south, every one has a material interest 
in its preservation. The careless tossing of a 
cigaret or burning match from the window of 
a passing automobile may result in irreparable 
loss.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

RAILROAD PROBLEM WASHINGTON, June 11.—A day or so 


ago, Chairman Jesse H. Jones, of the 
RFC, blandy announced on the White House steps, after conferring 
with the President, that there would be no major railroad legisla- 
tion at this session. He might just as well have said: 


“We doctors disagree 


, SO we've decided to let the patient die.” 


The death of a major industry is not an exaggerated description 


of what is im prospect for the 


railroads. As has already. been 


pointed out here, informed experts predict that 94 per cert of the 
nation’s railroad mileage will fail to meet ‘ts 1938 fixed charges. 
Yet the problem, according to Chairman Jones, is to be allowed to 


go by default. 


It is an unpalatable fact that the problem will go 


by default because of a petty conflict of interests and, still worse, 


of personalities. 


PAINLESS BANKRUPTCY A fair illustration of the way the 
railroad problem has been handled 
is the story of the final Jones effort to do something for the roads. 

Already, when the effort was begun a couple of weeks ago, it 
was clear to informed men like Chairman Jones that nothing really 


remedial could be accomplished. 
tion was out of the question. 


Fundamental railroad consolida- 


A senate conflict between railroad 


management and railroad labor had tied up even a stop-gap meas- 
ure, allowing the RFC to tide the roads over the bad times. 

When this state of affairs was reached, Jones foregathered with 
Assistant Secretary of State Adolph Augustus Berle Jr., who is 


not above doing a little brain-trusting on the side. 


They concluded 


that, since it was impossible to consolidate or bail out the roads, the 
best course would be to make the business of going through bank- 


ruptcy as painless as possible. 


At present, 30 per cent of the Class 1 roads are in receivership. 
Under Section 77 of the bankruptcy laws, roads in receivership go 
to the ICC, offer their reorganization plans for certification, and 


then obtain the final approval of 


the courts. In the last five years, 


not one single major road has even reached the ICC certification 


stage of the receivership process.

COUNTRY PAYS 


It is a thoroughly unpleasant fact that the 


enmity between the President and Senator 

Wheeler has done as much as anything else to prevent sensible 
congressional action.on the railroads. 

Every solution to the railroad problem has some political defects. 

The problem is so bad that it cannot be solved without offending 


someone, 
for the problem. 


Therefore, the President chose to discard responsibility 
( He asked a committee to study it and report. 
The committee produced a selection of plans. 


And the President, 


fearful that, if he recommended any one plan, Senator Wheeler 
would use it against him, simply sent the selection on to congress 


without comment. 


Since then, nothing has been done. 


The President’s fear of the senator may have been well founded. 
The fact remains that between. the two of them, with the help of 


railroad management and labor, 


the conflicting advisory groups 


within the administration, the ICC, and pretty nearly everyone else 
connected with the railroad problem, they have brought the country 
to an impasse where a general railroad collapse seems now almost 


inevitable.

Almost three decades have 
elapsed since Atlanta —the first 
municipality to use Imhoff tanks in 
this country—made its initial in- 
stallation of sewage treatment fa- 
cilities. When the city built three. 
Imhoff tank-trickling filter plants | 
in the period of 1910-14, it achiev- 
ed distinction as one of the pro- 
gressive municipalities that recog- 
nized the need for properly dis- 
posing of its sewage. But it soon 
lost this standing; the city went 
through a period of rapid growth, 
during which enlargement of dis- 
posal facilities did not keep pace, 
and the plants soon became badly 


overioadea. In fact, pollution of 
the streams that encircle the city 
reached the state where a one-' 
time mayor was reported to have | 
said, “Atlanta is an island prac- | 
tically surrounded by sewage.” | 

Today, the situation is changed. | 
Recently completed are four new | 
disposal plants and a fifth one is 
ready to go under construction. In 
addition, some 80 miles of sewers 
are being laid as part of a sani- 
tary improvement program, the 
cost of which will be $7,000,000.

are not the major item in the im- 
provement program, although they 
are the most spectacular. The ex- 
tensions to the sewer system, 
ranging in size from 8 to 90 inches 
in diameter, the installation of 
which are now 75 per cent com- 
plete, cost about $5,000,000. The 
five disposal plants total another 
$2,000,000. To finance the under- 
taking, which has been under way 
since 1934, city and county funds 
combined with generous federal 
PWA and WPA allotments were 
made available. 

The city covers an area of 34 
square miles and the plants are 
located on the outer fringes in 
beautiful suburban areas. These 
locations were made necessary by 
the fact that Atlanta is on a ridge 
dividing the streams that flow 
southwest to the Guif of Mexico 
from those that flow east into the 
Atlantic ocean. Quite naturally, 
therefore, the sewer system was 
laid out to drain outward from the 
center to the city limits. And be- 
rause the city covers so larg> an 
area, it was more economical to 
huild several plants than to con- 
struct interceptors served by only 
one or two plants. 

The Clayton Plant. 

All the plants are architecturally 
good to look at, but the Clayton 
works has special attributes of at- 
tractiveness. The reasons for this 
extra attention were three-fold: 
first, it h&f_s been dedicated in hon- 
or of the late R. M. Clayton, who 
served the city for 35 years as 
engineer; second, it is located in 
the midst of a choice suburban 
area, and, finally, it is the largest 
of all the plants. From the mas- 
sive, bronze doors and the granite 
facing of the administration build- 
ing to the glistening steel domes 
of the digestion tanks, the plant 
represents aesthetic design com- 
bined with utility 

In brief, the treatment 
designed 
of 42 m.g.d. includes: mechanically 
cleaned bar screens ard grit cham- 
bers followed by chemical mixing 
basins equipped to use diffused 
air: four circular clarifiers; two 
units of two-stage sludge diges- 
tion tanks each 90 feet in diam- 
eter: and two vacuum filters for 
dewatering sludge. For power pro- 
duction two 180-horsepower sludge 
gas engines are direct-connected 
with generators. 

There are many interesting de- 
sign features. One of these is 
the arrangement for handling 
screenings: following mechanical 
removal from the sewers, the col- 
lected material is sluiced to a 
channel leading to two comminu- 
tors, which shred the screenings 
The shredded material is returned 
to the sewage flow. To elimi- 
nate unsightly operation and odors 
the screening and grit washing 
operations are housed in a sepa- 
rate building. For the same rea- 
son the underground grit and pre- 
aeration chambers are covered 
with concrete slabs and ventilated 
through an exhaust stack high 
above the plant. 

The chemical handling facilities 
have been designed to practically 
eliminate all manual labor in this

EDITORIAL URGES 
EXPERT OPERATION 


The following editorial was 
printed in the same May issue 
of the “Engineering News-Rec- 
ord” which carried the story of 
Atlanta’s sewer system: 

“Atlanta's new sewage-dis- 
posal facilities do credit to the 
city that undertook the seven- 
million-dollar program and to 
the engineers and constructors 
who labored to provide the best 
that science and skill can pro- 
vide If equally creditable ef- 
fort is applied to the operation 
of these facilities, the southern 
metropolis will find its sanita- 
tion truly modernized. 

“Suggestions have been made 
—obviously by men uninformed 
on treatment plant requirements 
—that money might be saved 
by entrusting the operation of 
the system to unskilled forces. 
Vere such a plan to be adopted 
Atlanta’s citizens would soon 
bitterly regret the step. It is an 
unfortunate fact that many 
well-intentioned public officials 
consider sewage treatment to be 
about as simple as the opera- 
tion of a cesspool. 

“Even some enlightened citi- 
zens think that a_ treatment 
plant COMIpPrises nothing more 
than a concrete settling tank 
and a few pumps; they fail to 
realize that it performs a fine- 
ly co-ordinated series of func- 
tions which require the atten- 
tion of skilled technicians as- 
sisted by a thoroughly trained 
staff, Adequate operating ap- 
propriations represent true 
economy in the case of sanita- 
tion facilities. Accordingly, now 
that Atlanta has provided itself 
with an excellent disposal sys- 
tem it owes it to the health and 
pocketbook of its citizens to 
make equally modern provision 
for its operation.”

Certain industrial wastes in the 
sewage, as yet undetermined, are 
believed to be partly responsible 
for achieving high sedimentation 
efficiency at this plant. Analyses 
indicate more than 70 per cent re- 
moval of suspended solids. When 
the chemical precipitation process 
is used this figure will probably be 
exceeded. 


Experimental Work. 

The decision to use chemical 
treatment at this plant, was based 
on investigations made on a 500.,- 
000-gallon experimental plant. 
From these tests it was concluded 
that with the Atlanta sewage; (1) 
presedimentation does not effect 
a saving in chemicals when using 
chlorinated copperas; (2) adjust- 
ment of the pH to the acid side is 
more effective than the addition 


of lime, and that the use of CO2 


gas is a practical means of such 
adjustment: and (3) small doses 
of iron apparently condition the 
sewage by changing the character 
of the colloidal matter so that it 
is more amenable to trickling fil- 
ter treatment. 
South River and Utoy. 

The South River plant (capa- 
city 6 m.g.d.) is a trickling filter 
installation with separate sludge 
digestion facilities and sand-dry- 
ing beds. In addition to hand- 
raked screens, a comminutor and 
a mechanically-operated grit re- 
mover and washer, it includes two 
circular primary clarifiers, four 
circular filters of the revolving 
spray type, and two circular sec- 
ondary clarifiers. For sludge diges- 
which is carried on in two 
stages there is a primary tank with 
a floating cover, and a secondary 
storage tank with fixed cover.

The Streets have been kept out 
of it up to now, to protect them 
from the wine salesmen. Wine 
salesmen are like insurance agents 
and collapsible deck chairs, always 
up to tricks. Nice tricks, in the 
case of wine salesmen. When thev 
want to get their wine on a hotel 
list, the custom is, first, to throw 
a big party in the hotel, to which 
all the town tosspots are invited. 
The wine flows like beer in a 
bowling alley. If the boys refuse 
to drink the stuff, it’s rubbed into 
their hair or used to water the 
room's potted plants. Anything to 
get rid of it, because the impor- 
tant thing is the amount consumed. 
The total amount poured out of 
bottles is totted up and presented 
to the management in the fond 
hope the manager will believe it 
must be pretty good if that much 
was got rid of. 

To buttress the party, the wine 
salesmen send their friends into 
the hotel in flocks, coveys and 
battalions to order the wine by 
name. Ail this is in addition to 
the more routine forms of sales 
pressure.

Accomplishments of Past Administration 


Reviewed by Mrs. A. B. Conger, Bainbridge 


Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs reached the close of the 
past administration in April, and 
the outgoing president, Mrs. A. B. 
Conger, of Bainbridge, summed up 
the progress made in her biennial 
report to the Albany convention 
as follows: “Your president asked 
that the Georgia Federation take 
as its slogan “Education for Citi- 
zenship” and to keep that thought 
in mind through all the phases of 
our work together. Each depart- 
ment chairman was asked to hold 
conferences with her division 
chairman, and where this has 
been done there has been much 
finer work and greater accom- 
plishment. 

“For greater unification § of 
forces, each district was asked to 
assume a definite district project 
to be carried forward during the 
two years, Each of the ten dis- 
tricts responded splendidly, which 
is an accomplishment for the 
Creorgia Federation. Your presi- 
dent has met the district presi- 
dents four times at district lunch- 
eons and discussed plans with 
them, an innovation which was 
far-reaching in results, 


“In response to your president's | 


request that at least one club in- 
stitute be held in each district, 
the response was most gratify- 
ing, 18 institutes held in districts 
and about 40 held in clubs being 
reported. Much of the increased 
interest in citizenship and in club 
work during this 
is largely due to these periods of 
study together. The growth of 
women’s concern in government, 
the forums on public affairs spon- 
sored by women, programs on the 
Constitution of the United States 
in clubs, all indicate greater in- 
terest in citizenship. 
Citizenship Education, 

“Due to our program of citizen- 
ship education, Emory University 
gave 12 scholarships to club- 
women for a six weeks’ course in 
forum leadership . training last 
summer. At the request of your 
president, the University of Geor- 
gia, Which has for 15 years fi- 
nanced a state-wide institute for 
Georgia Federation at Athens, 
gave us an additional state in- 
stitute at Georgia State Woman's 
College, in Valdosta. This first 
institute held in south Georgia 
was in February, 1937. and the 
second, in February, 1938. We 
have every assurance that the 
University System will continue 
to finance two state institutes 
each year if clubwomen will show 
sufficient interest. 

“In view of the interest of club- 
women over the state in The At- 
lanta Constitution's Progressive 
Government Campaign, your pres- 
ident was asked to serve as one 
of a committee of three to make 
the awards. It was gratifying as 
we reached the reports of the 
counties to see the active part 
taken by clubwomen in sponsor- 
ing forums, library improvement, 
health clinics and welfare proj- 
ects, all conducive to better social 
conditions and better citizenship. 

“At the rural-urban confer- 
ence held in Atlanta under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Robin Wood, di- 
rector of the woman's division of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
your president and members of 
the executive board served on the 
advisory committee and took an 
active part in furnishing trans- 
portation for rural women from 
their homes to Atlanta. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Wood, she has with 
the assistance of women's clubs 
established 12 markets for rural 
women and to co-ordinate forces 
working toward their social and 
economic betterment, we  ha¥e 
asked that Mrs. Wood, from the 
State Department of Agriculture,

“A resume of my activities as 
your president ‘ill, I trust, con- 
vey to you the interest and love I 
have for Georgia clubwomen.

“Have attended 20 district con- 
ventions, five district institutes, 
two district board meetings, six 
state board meetings, four meet- 
ings of Tallulah trustees, four 
State institutes, and it was my 
privilege to preside at the Macon 
council in 1937. Have made three 
visits to Tallulah Falls school and 
have accepted’ invitations from 
clubs when possible. 

“I received, appointments to 
serve on the advisory board of the 
National Youth Administration, 
the Civic Safety League, the 
League for Help of Crippled Chil- 
dren, the Citizens’ Fact-Finding 
Committee, the platform commit- 
tee of the state Democratic con- 
vention, and an appointment from 
the Governor to the state board 
of education.

Pointers. 


Parliamentary law is divid- 
ed into two kinds, common and 
specia!. Common parliamen- 
tary law is that usage and 
practice that can be univer- 
sally applied. 

Special parliamentary law 
consists of rules adopted by a 
particular body and recognized 
by that body alone. 

Special rules are of higher 
authority than the general law 
and in case ®f conflict super- 
cee“e the rules of common 
parliamentary law. Club by- 
laws belong in the class of spe- 
cial parliementary law. 

With few exceptions, the 
questions asked by clubwomen 
show that the difficulties en- 
countered grew out of a lack 
of the observance of special 
rules stated in the club by- 
laws. 

A perfect knowledge of 
common pafliamentary law 
would not insure a smoothly 
running organization unless 
that knowledge was suppie- 
mented with a perfect knowl- 
edge of the special rules in- 
corporated in the club by-laws.

ATHENS, Ga., June 11.—In ad- 
dition to a program presented by 
| gardening authorities of national 
}importance, the third annual gar- 
den. school of the University of 
Georgia and the Garden Club of 
Georgia to be heid in Athens June 
15-17 will include special features 


of great interest to 
minded people. 

For the first time those attend- 
‘ing the schfool will have an oppor- 
tunity to visit gardens in Athens 
and to see in actual practice the 
theories of design that will be the 
subjects discussed on the program. 
The gardens of Mrs. W. F. Brad- 
shaw. Mrs. G. D. Marckworth, 
Mrs. O. H. Arnold, Mrs. Lamar C. 
Rucker, Mrs. R. E. Park, Mrs. E. L. 
Griggs, the Misses Upson, and Mrs. 
C. A. Rowland will be open to 
the delegates from 4 to 6 o'clock 
on the afternoon of June 16. 

The new feature of soil analy- 
sis will be of particular interest 
to all gardeners. The university 
has arranged for Professor W. QO. 
Collins, of the department of souls, 
to establish a laboratory in Pound 
auditorium for the analysis of 
garden soils. Registrants in the 
school may have samples of soil 
analyzed and may confer with Mr.

“What happened, Mr. Fanti? Were 
you hit by a car?” 

Mariano Fanti, his face streaming 
with blood. shook his head dazedly. 
“She's outside,” he muttered, “Ber- 
ees 

Louis Shapiro, into whose station- 
ery store on Third avenue, Brooklyn, 
Fanti had staggered, assisted the 
wounded man to a stool at the soda 
fountain. Mutely Fanti exhibited a 
check he was carrying in his hand— 
@ check for $12.26, the amount owed 
the shop on a charge account. Shapiro 
phoned for an ambulance, then went 
outside, 

Fanti's Packard sedan was parked 
about three feet from the curb in 
front of the store. Inside the car 
was the figure of a woman slumped 
on the front seat. Blood was flowing 
out of a hole in the left side of her 
head. 

An ambulance surgeon from Israel 
Zion hospital treated Fanti, chubby 
37-year-old feather exporter, who 
lived with his wife and four children 
in an exclusive near-by residential 
district, for a bullet wound in the 
head. Thé bullet had entered the 
right temple and emerged through 
the forehead. The woman in the car 
was beyond help, apparently having 
died instantly at 6:10 p. m., Decem- 
ber 5, 1937. 

Police officers found a .38 caliber 
pistol in the pocket of the car, two 
cartridges discharged: and two dis- 
charged shells were on the floor. It 
developed that Fanti owned the gun 
and had a permit to carry one. 

On the way to Kings County hos- 
pital the wounded man, it was said 
later, told detectives that he had kill- 
ed the woman, then shot himself. It 
was also said later that statements 
he made during the ride in the am- 
bulance strongly indicated a passion 
crime, motivated by jealousy. 

(First reports of the tragedy stat- 
ed that he admitted the shooting, 
then lapsed into unconsciousness. ) 

An auto license in the woman's 
possession indicated that she was 
Bertha Nolan, the exporter's attrac- 
tive, 39-year-old secretary. Mrs. 
Nolan had been an employe in the 
Fanti office on Sackett street for nine 

ears, For the past three years she 
ad been a widow, supporting two 
daughters, Jean, now 18, and Eileen, 
16, an invalid since infancy. 
* “ ~ 

Jean Nolan, blond like her mother, 
told detectives at the Nolan apart- 
ment on Eighth avenue, Brooklyn, 
that her mother had invited Fanti, 
his brother James, and his sister-in- 
law to the house for dinner. Instead 
he ealled at 5 o'clock, announced that 
they were going to get some Chinese 
food near Eighty-sixth street, then 
drive off with Mrs. Nolan. 

“I knew he had a gun,” she said, 
“but I can't believe he did anything 
like this. He and mother quarreled 
occasionally but he was very fond 
of her.” 

When Mrs. Fanti was interviewed 
at her home on Colonial Gardens— 
she and her eldest child, 15-year-old 
Barbara, returned from a wake to 
hear the news of the tragedy—she 
said she had known that her husband 
had been “going with” Mrs. Nolan for 
14 years. Mrs. Fanti said that she 
had argued with him about this at- 
tachment, but had always refused 
to consent to a divorce. 

The next day, after visiting Fanti 
at the hospital, she had more to say 
about this. “Mrs. Nolan asked me to 
divorce my husband last July at 
Rockaway Beach,” she told Cuptain 
George Gallagher, head of the Brook- 
lyn homicide squad. “I told her then 
I would never divorce him. TI said, 
‘If you want him, just carry on the 
way you have, You can't have him 
any other way.’ ” 

Meanwhile Assistant District At- 
torney William FE. McCarthy had 
made efforts to extract some inforima- 
tion fron Fanti. According to Me- 
Carthy, the wounded man declared 
that there was “another man,” mean- 
ing that he was jealous of a rival, and 
that “she was cheating on me.” The 
name of the supposed rival was not 
revealed. and two days of detective 
work failed to uncover any other mon 
in Mrs. Nolan's life. 

It was said that she had written 
two letters, which might be found 
fm her apartment, “in case anything 
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should happen to me.” These letters 
had disappeared. 

Detectives discovered that, while 
Fanti had been supporting his family 
very well, Mrs. Nolan had been hav- 
ing a difficult time making ends 
meet. Pawn tickets in her purse itn- 
dicated that she had been forced to 
sell some trinkets to keep the house- 
hold going. When she died she was 
wearing a six-dollar dress and a 
twelve-dollar coat. 

McCarthy questioned Fanti anew 
on December 7, after his brother 
James had given some of his blood 
in a transfusion. Again the patient 
muttered vaguely about “another 
man,” 

Barnett Rosenfeld, Fanti’s attorney 
for 15 years, said that the exporter, 
formerly a dealer in junk, had been 
worrying a lot about.money matters. 
Business had slumped considerably, 
said Rosenfeld, and large hospital 
bills had drained his bank account. 
(A daughter had been seriously. ill 
following an appendicitis operation.) 

The case became more muddled the 
deeper the police dug into it. Exam- 
ination of the Fanti firm’s books re- 
vealed that Mrs. Nolan had become 
a 51 per cent stockholder about No- 
vember 1, 1937, five weeks before the 
crime. She had remained a majority 
stockholder for three weeks, then her 
shares passed over to her employer. 
Fanti, questioned about this at the 
hospital, refused to discuss the deal. 

“Nobody seems to be protecting my 
mother!” Jean Nolan exclaimed after 
she and her sister had moved into an 
apartment with an uncle, Clarence 
Pemberton. “There never was a love 
affair between them. It was purely 
business matters.” 

She said'that her mother had de- 
veloped the company from a junk 
business, that Mrs. Nolan had held 
the position of secretary-treasurer of 
the concern. 

“About a vear ago mother discov- 
ered that Fanti was playing the 
horses,” she continued. “Recently she 
noticed canceled checks made out to 
cash. Six weeks ago they amounted 
to $20,000, He promised to make 
restitution, but didn’t, and mother 
said she would disband the organ- 
izatign and go into business for her- 
self. 

“He pleaded with her and she re- 
considered. Then, on Friday, De- 
cember 3, he cashed another check 
for $1,000; and the next day he cash- 
ed one for $4,000. Meanwhile he had 
disposed of some of the equipment, 
so mother said she would surely sell 
out and go into business for herself. 
She had 51 per cent of the stock. 

On Sunday, December 5, mother 
and I were preparing to leave the 
house when Fanti came in. He told 
her that he was going to give her 
back the money but that he had left 
it at home. He said, ‘Come along 
with me and [I will give it to you.’ 
She went and that was the last time 
I saw my mother alive.” 

Fanti refused to discuss this mat- 
ter, either. By this time his attorneys 
were doing the talking. 

When the defendant, indicted for 
murder, left the hospital on February 
4—with half a bullet still lodged in 
his skull—Attorney Charles Berlin 
entered a plea of not guilty “with a 
specification on insanity.” Fanti, it 
was noticed, had lost much weight. 
Tears streamed down his face during 
the arraignment, 

Farlier, at the police lineup, he de- 
nied that he had shot either Mrs. 
Nolan or himself. 

The truth about the shooting—or 
rather, the motive — still seemed 
thoroughly beclouded when the de- 
fendant went on trial May 2 before 
Judge Peter J. Brancato in Kings 
county court. His wife and children 
were all in court—the judge later ex- 
cluded all the children but Barbara— 
and Jean Nolan also followed every 
turn in the proceedings. 

Assistant District Attorney Sidney 
Gottesman, in his opening. told the 
jury that the homicide had grown out 
of the financial affairs of the feather 
exporting company He described 
the defendant and the victim as 
partners in the concern. 

They had been associated for 14 
vears, he said. Mrs..Nolan had re- 
signed in 1929 because of a disagree- 
ment, but five years later, after her 
husband's deuth, she returned as an 
officer of the corporation. Gottes- 

man said that the partners quarreled 


during 1934 and 1936 because she 
suspected Fanti of gambling with the 
firm’s money. 

Mrs. Nolan resigned again, the 
prosecutor continued, but returned at 
Fanti’s request in 1937. After he had 
taken $4,000 from the firm, she of- 
fered to buy the business, with the 
help of relatives, but he refused. The 
situation at the time of the shooting 
was that Fanti wanted her to con- 
tinue in business with him, and that 
she refused unless he returned the 
$4,000. 

Defense Attorney Berlin told re-— 
porters that in his opening he would 
“place a very different angle on the 
case.” 

Various prosecution witnesses tes- 
tified that Fanti had admitted shoot- 
ing Mrs. Nolan. Jean Nolan, final 
state witness, told of the alleged 
quarrel between her mother and 
Fanti over money he owed the .com- 
pany. She said that when her moth- 
er told him she would not “go back 
Monday morning,” Fanti said, “If I 
put back the $4,000 would you change 
your mind?” 

“Mother replied she could not be- 
lieve him any more, but said if he 
got the money immediately she would 
take his word. He asked if it would 
be all right to get the money Mon- 
day. She said, ‘No,’ and told him 
he'd have to get it that night. Final- 
ly he said, ‘All right, come with me 
so I can get it.’” 

She said that her mother demurred, 
saying he didn’t need her. When she 
agreed, asked him to wait while she 
combed her hau, and she and Fanti 
went out at 5:10 p. m 

The defendant exhibited consider- 
able nervousness while the gir! testi- 
fied in a calm. even voice. Attorney 
Berlin had only started ‘to cross-ex- 


amine when his client, his face 
twitching. whispered, “I dont want 
her cross-examined!” And when she 
stepped down from the stand he re- 
laxed perceptibly. 

The state rested after reading into 
the record a report of an examina- 
tion made of Fanti on February 1, in 
which he insisted that his mind was 
a blank on the evening of the shoot- 
ing. 

Attorney Herlin, in his belated 
opening statement, pictured Bertha 
Nolan as a gambler, a schemer and a 
home-wrecker. He shouted to the 
jury, “I will prove to you that Mrs, 
Nolan lost $20,000 worth of Fanti's 
money at the race tracks, and we will 
bring the bookmakers to court to 
prove it.” 

He said the defense would prove 
that Mrs. Nolan once said to Fanti, 
“If it’s the last thing I do, I'll break 
up your home.” He said that her 
domination of the defendant was so 
strong that she once tried to draw up 
divorce papers for him. 

“We will prove by alienists,” Ber- 
lin cried, “that Fanti was treated for 
psychosis and suffered from illusions 
that his Wife was trying to poison 
him. He even made his children taste 
his food before he ate it.” 

The first of the alienists was Dr. 
William Leavitt. who testified that 
Fanti suffered from an “agitated de- 
pressive psychosis” and was the vic- 
tim of “guilt illusions.” He had treat- 
ed the defendant in 1936 and 1937, 
the last time just one month before 
the crime. 

Another witness, Dr. Julius C, 
Rivellese, Brooklyn physician, testi- 
fied that on December 1, four days 
before the tragedy, he was summon- 
ed to the home of James Fanti, and

American-born heiress, choose to become a 

‘woman without a country’? Why did she refuse 

to set foot on her native soil recently when the 
ship she was on docked in New York” 

Here. for the first time in the long duration 
of that mystery, is given the real reason for the 
curious behavior of the thrice married, tremend 
ously wealthy voluntary exile 

The reason of the “no more-America’” vow 
of the Princes of Torre and Tasso, to call het 
by her present name, bequeathed to her by her 
third husband, the late Prince Alexandre of the 
Italian branch of the Thurn and Taxis dynasty, 
can be summed up in the words 

sitter memories 

For bitter memories are all that the Princess 
has of these United States. 

But let us give her history in its proper order 

She -was born some sixty-two years ago in 
Detroit. When she was nearing twenty she was 
sent abroad, thoroughly chaperoned, to finish her 
education. That grand tour included a stay in 
Berlin. There she met and married Count Man 
field Matuschka, an officer in the Kaiser’s body- 


guard. 
They sampled the luxury of the German Im-

perial Court and of the society life in all the 
great cities of the empire. 

They stayed married even through the war 
years, although Ella’s divided loyalties love for 
her own country and love for her husband and her 
adopted land-—-made her life difficult. 

Jt was not until 1919 that Ella returned to the 
United States. Her heart, she has said since, was 
filled with longing for her own land. and with the 
thrilling knowledge that after twenty years she 
was to see all the sights that had been dear to her.

Countess returned to Berlin-—-but not to her hus- 
band. They were estranged and finally she took 
the step of a Paris divorce, in 1926. 

For the next few years, the Countess lived 
almost a life of retirement in her villas outside of 
Paris and in Rome. 


Then one night at an elaborate dinner in Paris, 
where millionaires and diplomats and royalty 
touched elbows, she was introduced to James 
Hazen Hyde, a fellow-American who in his day 
had set a mark that ever since has made the 
modern playboy look like an amateur. 

it was Hyde who had inherited the millions 
of Henry Baldwin Hyde, founder of the Equitable 
Life Insurance Company. It was Hyde who had 
spent some of those millions in a fashion to make 
multitudes gasp. It was Hyde who sent three 
valets ahead of him when he paid a week-end 
visit, their duty being to make up his bed with 
sheets and pillow cases of black silk, with blankets 
and spread of royal purple. It was Hyde who 
gave a $30,000 dinner to the celebrated Sarah 
Bernhardt. It was Hyde who spent $100,000 on 
another dinner and dance he gave at Sherry’s 
soon after the turn of the century. 

And it was Hyde who, when his lavish ex- 
penditures turned public opinion against him, 
gave up his golden prospects here and sailed for 
France to become one of the most honored 
Americans in Paris. 

So came the meeting of these two Americans. 
Other meetings followed, and then marriage, in 
December, 1930. 

The ceremony was one of the most brilliant 
in recent French history. As an indication of its 
rank in society affairs, Andre Tardieu, then 
Premier, was the witness for Mr. Hyde. But even 
that auspicious start failed to insure the happi- 
ness of the noted couple, and only eighteen 
months later Ella got a divorce. 

For Hyde it was the second time he had failed 
to find happiness with a fellow-exile. He had been 
married before to Martha, the Countess de Gon- 
taut-Biron, widow of Count Louis de Gontaut- 
Biron and daughter of the late John G. A. 
Leshman, once American Ambassador to Berlin. 
That match had ended in divorce. 

Following her divorce, Ella moved to Rome. 
There she met Prince Alexandre, head of the 
younger branch of one of the most ancient and 
powerful houses in the higher nobility in Europe. 

They were married on October 25, 1932, and 
Ella said: “At last I have found the man with 
whom I can be happy.” 

She was happy, too, until his death, at the 
age of fifty-three, in Trieste, Italy, on March 
11, 1937 

Since then she has made her home at Lake 
Como, Italy, with her stepsons the Princes Ray- 
mond, thirty-one, and Louis, thirty. Her friends 
say that the stepsons repeatedly begged her to 
make a trip to the United States, that she refused 
for years and that finally, a short time ago, she 
gave in and boarded the cruise liner Empress 
of Britain. 

Until the ship docked, the stepsons thought 
she would come ashore with them. 

They were wrong. All their urging could not 
persuade her to leave the liner after it had been 


- warped into its pier. 


The stepsons disembarked for what they des- 
cribed as “ze fine time at ze cabarets”. 

But not Ella. 

She stayed alone with her memories. 

And with her memories she sailed when the 
ship turned outward toward the Atlantic twenty- 
four Bours after it had arrived.

D'ja ever see the inside of a patrol wagen? You 
will if you live long enough, for—well, the figures 
are against you. 

Approximately 60,000 cases were made by At- 
lanta policemen last year, and it is safe to say that 
at least one-third of the arrested persons-—or 20,- 
000 people—took a ride in the patrol wagon.

Since the 
figures are against you, we figured you'd be inter- 
ested in learning something about life in a patrol 
wagon. 

It is not easy to get a free ride in an Atlanta 
patrol wagon, especially when you have done noth- 
ing for which to be arrested. You must get per- 
mission from Chief of Police Marion A. Hornsby, 
if you want to go about it the tard way. The 
easy Way is to get in a fight, talk back real roughly 
to a traffic officer or have a nice automobile acci- 
dent. If nothing goes awry, we'll guarantee you a 
ride for one of those things. 

Just to look at the two Red Marias down be- 
hind the police-station some day, you would think 
they were pretty dull and somber. This may be 
true, but the folks who ride in these two wagons 
are never colorless. 

Get in the front seat of one some night, stretch 
your neck while the officer in charge picks up his 
fares, and you'll witness some of the best drama, 
comedy, tragedy and farce that there is in the city 
You'll laugh—and cry-—more often than you might 
in some New York stage productions. 

We started out at 6 o'clock in the evening, go- 
ing with a youthful driver who had seen enough 
of life to make him very blase. He assured us: 
“Nothing ever happens.” 

“All right, but we want to find it out for our- 
selves,” we replied, hoping e was right in a way. 
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The numbers of the two patrols are 67 and 68. 
We were in 68, largest of the wagons. It has a 
capacity of 20 seated persons, while 67 is a little 
wagon and will hold only 12 seated persons. 

The first call directed us to Grady hospital. A 
group of nurses were gathered about a man seated 
in a chair. He was talking about the manner in 
which he had been attacked by three men, ex- 
plaining the large knot on the side of his head. 

“It was like this,” he related to the patrol wagon 
driver as that gentleman led him from the build- 
ing. “I was walking along when these three guys 
come up to me. They cursed me and I pitched into 
them. I wasn't scared a bit. One of ‘em had a 
blackjack and he... ””’ 

He rambled on until the iron door slammed be- 
hind him. A nurse told us he received the bump 
on his head when he fell on the sidewalk outside 
the hospital. He wasn't the first one we were to 
haul who had been “attacked” by an unknown 
assaullant. No sooner had we deposited him in jail 
than the driver received another call. He was di- 
rected uptown and we clanged the bell through a 
maze of cars to the downtown district. Arriving 
at the box, we met an officer holding a surly 
youth. The driver knew the youth by name. 

“Been up to it again, eh’” he asked the youth. 

The young man, still surly, would not repry, 
save to say, “Aw, let's go.” 

He went, all right—right into the back door. 

Later the patrol officer told us the youth had 


been paroled from a sentence received for thievery 


from downtowr store counters. The young man, 
he said, was a slick one if there ever was one. “But 


crime don’t pay no more for him; were wise to 
him.” 

Questioning the vouth later, we learned that 
his story was not a humorous one—definitely not. 
His father was in jail for burglary His older 
brother was serving time for robbery. His two 
younger brothers were in a reformatory, and he 
himself had been caught many times before for 
petty offenses.

Our next customer was one of the old regulars. 
According to the driver, the elderly man we picked 
up near the Federal prison rides the patrol wagon 
as regularly as some folks ride street cars. He 
was asleep on the grass of a home, and we learned 
the lady of the house had called for police. 

After being awakened, he looked up and recog- 
nized the driver. “Oh, it’s vou again,” he remarked, 
carelessly. “How’s the jail tonight?” 

“Fine ... fine,” the driver replied. “Let's go 
now.” 

“With pleasure, my dear friend.” 

And in he climbed, to go to sleep on the long, 
cushioned side seat. Jail records disclosed he had 
been arrested for being asleep on the street at least 
50 times during a space of years. Riding a patrol 
wagon was simple routine. Which is another way 
of saying he imbibed too much.

E have heard recently a good 
deal about a pretty movie act- 
ress, Leni Riefenstahl, who is 

Supposed to be one of Hitler’s best 
friends, in spite of his anti-Semitism, 
and to wield sufficient influence over 
him as to induce him to fight some of 
her battles, even against the :!l-power- 
ful Marshall Goering. 

Now it can be told of another woman 
just as important as the fair Leni, who 
plays a part in the life of another and 
perhaps even more ferocious dictator 
than the German Fuehrer—the merci- 
less Russian dictator, Stalin. 

This woman is indeed a person of 
mystery. No one sees her aside from 
Stalin; she sees no one, lives in a small 
although comfortable apartment. She 
has a maid, which, in Moscow, is an al- 
most unheard-of luxury. She lives in a 
government-owned house. From time 
to time Stalin visits her there; at other 
times she is summoned by him to the 
Kremlin. No one knows her real name; 
she is known only as Anna Viadimir- 
ovna. 

The story of that woman, here told 
for the first time in any detail, is 
most curious. She ts no longer 
young, already past her fortieth birth- 
day, but still very handsome. She 
has kept her Roman-like features, 
together with a pair of wonder- 
ful grey cyes, and was once a reign- 
ing beauty in St. Petersburgh society. 
She once was rich, but lost everything 
in the Bolshevik turmoil. Having 
escaped to Moscow, she lived an exist- 
ence of poverty and privations as a 
dressmaker. 

An accident brought her to Stalin's 
notice. She was standing at her window 
when his wife's funeral procession 
passed under it. Moved by some unex: 
plainable impulse she dropped upon the 
hearse, behind which the Dictator was 
walking, a flower which she had in her 
hand. He saw it fall, raised his head 
and his eyes met the woman's glance. 
One look was enough; it sealed the fate 
of two people in a way neither of them 
had ever expected. 

A few days passed, and then Chekist 
soldiers invaded the miserable dwelling 
in which Anna Viadimirovna was liv- 
‘ing. They had orders to take her 
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away. Where or why they did not say. 

Of course there was no resistance 
possible, and the frightened woman 
followed her captors. She did not even 
dare to guess her fate. 

To her surprise she was taken to the 
Kremlin Palace, and led to a long 
corridor at the end of which was a 
door, through which she was pushed. 

She found herself in a large, long 
room with whitewashed walls. There 
was absolutely no furniture except a 
huge desk standing in the middle of it, 
and two chairs, and a picture hanging 
behind the desk--a picture of Peter 
the Great. 

Anna Viadimirovna began totremble, 
and almost collapsed when into the 
room came the dread Stalin himself. 
He noticed at once her dismay, went up 
to her, and took both her hands in 
his own huge paws. 

“You must not be frightened,” he 
said, “I merely wanted to thank you 
for that flower. It was kind of you 
to throw it on my poor wife's coffin, 
but why did you do it?” 

“I felt sorry for you,” replied Anna 
Viadimirovna, “you looked so terribly 
lonely and sad. I wanted to make you 
feel that there were people who were 
sympathizing with you and your sor- 
row!” 

“Well, I thank you, it was a nice 
thing to do, and it did me good...” 

Then he went on quite brusquely: 
“You are the daughter of Prince O; 
you would have inherited his large 
fortune, if there had been no revolu- 
tion. You were engaged to Colonel C. 
but he was killed in Eastern Prussia in 
the early days of the war, and now 
you are carning your living by taking 
in some sewing and dré@ssmaking. Am 
I right or not’” 

“You are perfectly right,” replied 
Anna Viadimirovna, “but how do you 
come to know all this?t” 

“It is my business to know every- 
thing about everybody,” he said. 
Motioning to his visitor to take a chair 
opposite his own, he looked at her for 
a few moments in silence, then asked: 

“Would you care to obtain a position 
enabling you to live more comfortably 
than you do now?” 

“Yes,” she replied, “but I would not 


work for you or your friends, it is a 
matter of principle with me.” 

“Well, we won't discuss it,” Stalin 
said sharply. “You can go home now. 
I merely wanted to thank you for that 
flower.” 

He stopped, and again there was a 
tense silence. Suddenly he asked:

Anna Viadimirovna could not under- 
stand the strange episode. She felt 
only that she had been drawn into a 
situation loaded with dynamite——the 
dynamite of destinies about to be ful- 
filled.

She saw 
in him a person who was sad and 
lonely, deprived of sympathy and love.

never asked anything from 
the man, beyond the fact that 
he prevailed upon her to 
move into an apartment 
which he can visit unknown to 
anyone save his faithful body- 
guards; he has never tried 
to bribe her or her conscience. 
In the whirlwind of Moscow, 
these two stand isolated, sur- 
veying a world which they 
have learned to despise. 

It is an-extraordinary sort 
of friendship. It is the friend- 
ship of two persons who a 
realize that, in finding each 
other, they have found the 
strength to go on with a life 
of toil and struggle—a life in which 
they had formerly been strangely dis- 
interested despite the great events 
swirling about them. 

This friendship, although unknown 
to the general public, has come to the 
knowledge of old Bolsheviks, comrades 
of Stalin when he was still Zozo 
Djugashvilli. They dreaded it from 
the very first, feared that this new in- 
fluence which had entered into Stalin's 
life might carry him outside their own 
circle. He had always been known to 
be ambitious, with the driving torce of 
a man who knows himself to be far 
above all those by whom he is sur- 
rounded. Where, his associates asked, 
might this ambition lead him under the 
sway of a woman who by virtue of her 
birth, early surroundings and educa- 
tion could only be their enemy?” 

This strange attachment is believed 
by some to have had a bearing on the 
wholesale blood purge of the past year. 
Stalin, it is whispered in Moscow, 
doomed a number of his associates and 
old allies because he feared they were 
plotting against the woman whose 
sympathy had become indispensable. 

Seldom has a sovereign’s favorite 
shown herself to be as discreet and 
modest as Anna Viadimirovna, Russia's 
woman of mystery. One never hears 
anything about her in Moscow, one 
never sees her. She does not attempt 
to make friends, she seems to want 
nothing but to be left alone. Under 
her guidance, Stalin has turned away 
from many of his former ideas. 

Once, in one of those moments of

there found Mariano in the hallway 
struggling to get out, with his brother 
holding him back. Dr. Riveilese later 
wrote, in making out his medical re- 
port, that Fanti was suffering from 
“apparent impending psychosis.” 

Then the defense summoned Mrs. 
Anna Fanti, wife of the accused man. 
She burst into tears as she took the 
stand at noon, May 6, causing Judge 
Brancato to say, after he had watched 
her for a few moments, “Stop crying. 
You haven't cried in the courtroom 
the last few days. Don't start crying 
now when you get on the stand.” 

Her story was as follows: 

She and Mariano Fanti were mar- 
ried on January 11, 1920, and she 
first became acquainted with Mrs, 
Nolan seven years later in the Shore 
Road hospital, Brooklyn, where one 
of the Fanti boys had his tonsils. re- 
moved, Mrs. Nolan, a nurse in the 
hospital, entered the room with Fanti 
and was introduced under her maiden 
name, Miss Pemberton. : 

Subsequently the nurse visited the 
Fantis, and lived in the Fanti home 
for 30 days, during which period she 
supervised the household and did the 
cooking. 

Q. (By Berlin) Did you observe 
anything going on between your hus- 
band and Mrs. Nolan at the time?’ 
A. Yes. 

The two women met again in Fan- 
ti's office. Mrs. Fanti jealously de- 
manded, “What is she doing here?” 
He replied that Mrs. Nolan was wo:k- 
ing there. Mrs, Fanti, according to 
her witness stand version, got ex-' 
cited and called her names. She 
quoted Mrs. Nolan as saying to Fanti, 
“Tell your wife to go home.” 

“Then we had a fight and 1 pulled 
her hair. She said, ‘Look what your 
wife did to me.’ After that my hus- 
band took me home.” 

Later she talked with the other 
woman over the telephone and 
“pleaded with her to leave my hus- 
hand alone.”” Mrs. Nolan just laugh- 
ed at her, she said. 

On another occasion she quoted 
Mrs. Nolan as saying, “What do you 
want’? Do you want your husband 
all for yourself?" The wife replied, 
“I didn’t marry him to share him 
with others.” On a later occasion, in 
May, 1937, she charged that Mrs. 
Nolan vowed “to break up my home.” 

Fanti suffered a nervous break- 
down in 1935, she continued, and 
from that time on refused to eat at 
home, accusing her of poisoning him. 
Whenever she prepared a meal he 
would come into the kitchen to watch 
her and to accuse her of putting pois- 
on in the food. She would taste 
it, she said, to prove that the food 
was all right, but that never con- 
vinced him. 

“I told him that his mind was be- 
ing poisoned,” she testified, “and that 
it was probably being poisoned by 
Bertha Nolan.” 

she said that in 1936 the family 
took a summer cottage at Haines 
Falls, N. Y., and that Mrs. Nolan at 
the same time engaged a room at 
Saugerties, about 15 miles away. “He 
spent the nights with me,” she said, 
“and then in the morning he went 
to her.” 

Then her husband decided to buy 
a home in the Shore road section, she 
continued. It was Mrs. Nolan who 
selected the house and picked out all 
the furniture. Mrs. Fanti asserted 
she had nothing to say about it. 

The witness related a peculiar in- 
cident on the night before the trac- 
edy. She said Fanti went into the 
bathroom, drew a glass of water, then 


-went into the bedroom where 


Mariano Jr. and Arthur were sleep- 
ing, and tried to make them drink 
the water. The boys were frighten- 
ed and refused to dink. 

Her husband returned to bed. but 
during the night he rapped noisily on 
the bed. When sire awoke he told 
her, “Anna, that! your conscience. 
You're - trying to poison me.” His 
eyes were “stary and glassy,” she 
said. 

During the entire week before the 
shooting he suddenly conceived the 
idea of washing his own underwear, 
she said, Although he had several 
suits in the bureau drawer, he wore 
the same one all week, washing it 
himself. He had never washed his 
underwear before, she said. 

Barbara Fanti, a student at Bay 
Ridge High school, corroborated her 
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mother’s testimony. As she fought to 
get control of herself the judge, 
jurors and spectators waited in tense 
silence. When she had finished Judge 
Brancato told the jury: 

“You've heard a very sweet young 
girl amidst sighs and tears coming 
from her heart, testifying for her 
father. Yesterday you saw another 
sweet young girl (referring to Jean 
Nolan) also amidst tears and sobs, 
testifying for her dead mother. But 
you must be guided only by the 
facts.” 

Various witnesses told of the de- 
fendant’s eccentric behavior before 
the crime. 

Vito Solomata, an herb dealer, said 
that on November 26 Fanti bought 
some herbs to be used for stomach 
trouble, walked out of the store and 
threw the package into the gutter. 
On December 3 he bought some herbs 
for his nerves, and repeated the per- 
formance. He had “a wild stare in 
his eyes,” the witness said. 

Russell Cummings, who had work- 
ed for Fanti until November, said 
that the defendant often sent him on 
totally unnecessary errands. When 
he returned, Fanti would exclaim, 
“Who sent you there?” And when 
Cummings would ask about business, 
his employer would reply, “The busi- 
ness is no good, no good, no good— 
dump it in the river.” 

Mrs. James Fanti related that, 
when Jean Nolan started off for 
church the Sunday morning of the 
crime, her mother kissed her and told 
her to say a prayer for Fanti “be- 
cause he is very sick.” The witness 
told of incidents which indicated that 
Fanti had been sick in his mind be- 
fore the tragedy. 

The defendant himself .testified on 
May 11. He asserted—or at least in- 
timated—that. Mrs. Nolan had been

his mistress over a long period, that 
he had always loved her, and still 
loved her on December 5. But he 
also declared that he loved his wife 
and children. 

Q. (By Berlin) When did you meet 
Mrs. Nolan? A. Fourteen years ago. 
I went to a speakeasy she owned, and 
a friend introduced me. 

Q@. When did you next see her? A. 
A couple of months later. 

@. Was she married”? A. Yes, she 
had two children. 

@. Did she give up her place final- 
ly”? <A. Yes. I didn’t like the idea of 
a speakeasy, so I opened up a busi- 
ness and she managed it. 

Q. When did she first meet your 
wife? A. About 11 years ago. Bertha 
and I agreed that she should pose as 
a registered nurse. She came to our 
house one day when one of the chil- 
dren was sick, and she stayed there 
for about a month. 

Q@. When did she meet your wife 
again? A. Eight years later, at my 
office. My wife told her that she 
should leave me alone. There were 
some words between them. 

Judge Brancato: Then your wife 
was suspicious while she was at your 
house? <A. Yes. 

Q. When did they meet again? A. 
When I went to Europe. They were 
both at the pier. There’ were some 
words then, too. 

In 1928. he said, he and Mrs. Nolan 
went to Florida. 

“I telephoned my wife to ask about 
the children,” he related. “My wife 
refused to let me talk to them, so 
I came home. I thought maybe they 
were sick.” 

Q. Do you remember when your 
wife came to Park Gardens (where 
Mrs. Nolan lived). <A. I had parked 
my car around the corner, and my 


wife came in and said, “What's this?”

finally flashes on the screen to delight her adoring 
millions. 

That's what Ward tells his girls. He says: 
“You should always sweep into a room!” Sweep 
directly to your hostess (be sure you have brakes!) 
or to the friend you're meeting. Never slink or 
hesitate; most girls, he quips, “enter a room as 
though they were backing out of it”... and often, 
they probably wish they were! 

5--The girl who keeps up a conversational 
marathon might just as well wave farewell to her 
male partner. 

This is a very common habit nowadays; it’s 
partly due to the necessity of screaming above 
night-club orchestras and partly a mistaken idea 
of smartness.

JAMES I, OF ENGLAND. By Claira 
and Hardy Steeholm. Covici- 
Friede, New York. 509 pp. Lilst. 
$3.75. 

Strangely enough biographers in 
their hunt for colorful and historic 
characters have passed up James 
(The First, of Great britain, and 
the Sixth of Scotland), called by a 
French writer of the period “the 
wisest fool in Christendom.” ‘The 
reason, perhaps, ‘s that James has 
been in the shadows of greater and 
more important characters, Mary 
Queen of Scots, his mother, and Eliz- 
abeth, under whom England became 
an empire. 

So it remained for Clara and 
Hardy Steeholm to delve into the 
documents of the time and bring 
forth “James I, of England” (Covici 
Friede), and excellent biography, 
well written and documented enough, 
but not too much. 

James was noted for his ability to 
rule turbulent Scotland; his tenacity 
in defending the divine right of 
kings; his fights with parliament; his 
ordering the Bible to be rewritten, 
and his love of hunting. Around 
those points the Steeholms wrote 
their biography, larding it well with 
anecdotes, glimpses of how people 
lived in those days and enough detail 
to make James a man as well as a 
king. 

The authors have taken the li- 
cense necessary for biographers in 
dubbing in conversations and what 
went on in the minds of the 17th 
century courtiers but nowhere does 
it grate or ring untrue. 

Many readers will look for details 
on the rewriting of the Bible and 
find only passing mention but the 
book's other points more than make 
up for the lack. 

The book reveals that James was 
quite a learned man for the times, 
a prolific, but not gifted § writer. 
Priding himself upon his knowledge 
he enjoyed intellectual controversy, 
especially upon religious matters. It 
was during one of these sessions that 
a bishop suggested revision of the 
Bible, which met with instant ap- 
proval. James appointed 47 church- 
men to the task which was accom- 
plished in seven years. 

The son of Mary Queen of Scots, 
said to have been beautiful in her 
youthful days, and supposed to have 
been born of .he marriage of the 
queen to the dandified young Stuart, 
James was far from handsome, both 
in face and figure. The reader is left 
wondering at James’ intellectual 
trend of mind, his ungainly appear- 
ance and his lack of physical stamina.

all-embracing statement quoted above 
is probably quite justified—this en- 
tertaining treatise on Mother Earth's 
origin, birth and subsequent behavior 
is majestically alone in its point of 
view. 

If one did not know that the author 
is a professor at the University of 
Oklahoma one would be tempted to 
visualize him as a kindly and well- 
disposed Martian, endowed by what- 
ever gods now rule that planet with 
a distinctly non-professorial gift of 
humor. He views our institutions, 
our social mores. our ever-increasing 
gadgetry, from the vantage point of 
interstellar space, and thereby ar- 
rives at some Startling conclusions. 
Man's environment, he says, is almost 
exclusively physical; he has been 
created by it and has himself created 
nothing—all his gadgetry notwith- 
standing he is still the plaything of 
forces utterly beyond his control. His 
most cherished activities are definite- 
ly anti-social; he plows and burrows 
in the earth to bring about his own 
destruction. His most fruitful con- 
tribution to Mother Earth is to fer- 
tilize it with his carcass when his 
brief day is done. He its still an up- 
to-date specimen, streamlined and 
air-conditioned, and immensely proud 
of his equipment—but from the au- 
thor’s observatory he looks like a 
‘37 model blissfully unaware of next 
years automobile show. The author 
is no mean hand at illustrating his 
peculiar conceptions—the most star- 
tling of his numerous sketches shows 
Henry VIII, of fond memory, in the 
familiar pose of thumbing a ride. 
Similar masterly executed concepts 
are found throughout the text: the 
whole being calculated to wreck one’s 
sense of dignity beyond hope of re- 
pair. Oh well, we are probably bet- 
ter off without it.

THE SIEGE OF ALCAZAR. By 


Major Geoffrey McNeill-Moss.

A running account of the most dra- 
matic episode in the Spanish War. 
Written “on the spot” shortly after 
the relief of the garrison, this record 
is of undoubted authenticity and of 
singular interest. A wealth of “be- 
fore and after” photographs bear wit- 
ness to the effects of ten weeks of 
practically uninterrupted bombard- 
ment at close range, at the end of 
which the structure had almost ceas- 
ed to exist. Among the ruins crawled 
emaciated skeletons that had to be 
hoisted into post behind the loop- 
holes. there to stay for days at a 
time without relief, food, or water-—— 
a demonstration of human powers of 
endurance without parallel in modern 
times. One may question the sound- 
ness of their convictions: one may de- 
plore the singular ferocity displayed 
by both sides in this extraordinarily

This is a story of John Wrikes 
Booth and his family written by his 
granddaughter.

THE LURING FLUTE. By Caroline 


Lawrence Die: Dorrance & Co., 
Philadelphia. $1.50. 


It is a favorite device of writers, in 
attempting to describe any scene ol 
any emotion, to pretend that they 
lack words. For most practiced writ- 
ers know that no statement is so ef- 
fective, if properly handled, as that 
there are no words adequate. That 
device has been used by dramatists, 
in dialogue, by novelists in dialogue 
and in descriptive passages, and by 
essayists. But there is one class of 
writers that uses the device at its 
own peril—poets. They run the risk 
of sounding tnsincere when they 
make any such statement. The 
chances are that they are insincere. 

You can find an example of such 
insincerity in Joyce Kilmer’s famous 
“Trees,” if you will look closely 
enough. You can find the same in- 
sincerity in the introductory verse of 
this book by Miss Dier, which runs: 


“These (words) I have known 
ind used so long 

Seem hardly meet to match the 
tune 

Your whole creation 


'*? 


Sings to me: 


Ignoring, for the moment, that very 
terrible exclamation point, which all 
poetry can do without, one has only 
to look at Edna St. Vincent Millay’s 
“God's World” to find the same sen- 
timent expressed definitively and 
well. But the whole book, with no- 
table minor exceptions, is like this—- 
it promises more than it reveals. 
There ts here little of the pure dis- 
tillation of emotion that makes 
poetry. Capable verse it ls, in abund- 
ance, but it rises very seldom above 
that capability which any practicing 
poet can strike off with his eyes 
closed 

It is—to tell a harsh truth—some- 
what like the “dream poetry’ that 
Edmund Wilson has described 50 
well. It seems to hold in its metrical 
‘embrace a multitude of great truths, 
but when one looks at it in waking 
hours, it turns out to be nothing at 
all. something like that quoted ex- 


ample furnished by Mr. Wilson: 


“It’s cold to be snow, 
It’s white to be ice, 
t's windy to blow, 
And it’s nice to be nice.” 


That one was composed by a fa- 
mous American poet in a dream. He 
said it seemed, itn his dream, tc be 
the finest thing he had ever written. 


It has made us wonder about Miss 


She has, to be sure, often written 
nicely fashioned verse, except when 
she has ignored the rules of prosody, 
as in her lines: 

“Sagging here and there, 
Uncertain, wavering lines— 
Old fences bravely wear 
Theu wild clematis vines .. 


The word “clematis” must be pro- 
nounced with the accent on its first 
syllable, and Miss Dier’s line cannot 
be read without placing it on the 
second syllable. Careful readers will 
also note in those four lines an exe 
ample of the “pathetic fallacy” at 
which John Ruskin poked such fine 
fun a half century and more ago— 
the statement that fences possess the 
attribute of bravery. 

It would be impossible to consider 
all the poems in the book, although 
one longs to read aloud the “Legend 
of Waytusa,” with its Longfellow 
rhythms, straight out of Hiawatha. 
Readers who like their poems filled 
with sure-fire sentiments and jingly 
rhythms will probably like Miss 
Dier’s new book. Those who prefer 
a subtler lyricism, spun of less shop- 
worn emotions, will look elsewhere,

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WHAT IS PEAT

Today we want to answer a gques- 
tien that is asked hundreds of times 
every year— What is peat moss? We 
have before us a clipping, and from 
this clipping we are going to quote. 
In it you will see the full story of 
what peat moss is and what it does. 

3ut before quoting, let us also 
warn you of our article of next week 
which will be entitted, “What is Peat 
Humus?” As this is being written 
the thermometer is in the 90's, there 
has been no rain for two weeks, and 
it is an excellent time to Know what 
peat moss is and what peat humus ts, 
for they both will hold moisture in 
the soil, and that is sorely needed 
today. 

“Ever curtous, we used to wonder 
just what was this clean, fine, brown, 
crumbly stuff we were giving our 
garden in such large doses. So we 
investigated and discovered that peat 
moss is an ancestor of humus de- 
rived from sphagnum found in bogs. 
Certain conditions hold this peat, or 
humus, in a state of arrested decay 
and that’s peat moss—humus in a 
state of arrested decay! 

“It's been said of peat moss that 
Nature thought it too bad to waste 
ail this beautiful rich compost, and 
so tucked it away in these bogs gen- 
erations ago to await enterprising 
gardeners who'd eventually discov- 
er it 

“The largest bogs are in Germany 
and Holland, where a few of them 
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cover as many as 20,000 acres. Ke- 


WHAT TO PLANT IN JUNE. 

LAWNS: There is still time to 
plant Bermuda grass seed. Rol! 
thoroughiy atter planting. Mow 
the lawn at least once each 
week. 

FLOWER SEEDS: There is still 
time to get blossoms from an- 
nuals that flower quickly, such 
as zinnias, marigolds and pe- 
tunias. Perennial flower seed: 
may now be planted for blos- 
soms next year. The more pop- 
ular perennials are hollyhocks, 
deiphiniums, pansies, aquilegia, 
canterbury bells, shasta daisy, 
English daisy, foxglove, oriental 
poppies, etc. 

VEGETABLE SEEDS: Cauliflow- 
er, celery, cucumber, cowpeas 
gourds, pumpkins, spinach and 
crowder peas, 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Sweet 
potato slips, tomato, eggplant, 
pepper, cabbage, collard plants 
may be set out now for fall use. 

FLOWERING BULBS: Dahlias, 
tuberoses, gladiolus and cannas 
may all be planted during the 
remainder of June. 

WATER PLANTS: June is the 
ideal month for starting wate! 
hilies, water hyacinths and other 
water plants such as Egyptian 
and American lotus. 

MELONS: Ali of the vine crops, 
squash, watermelons, pumpkins 
and cantaloupes my still be 
planted. ' 

BEDDING PLANTS: These may 
ail be planted through June and 
the early part of July. 
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cently some have been discovered 
and worked in this country. The 
foreign peat moss is slightly acid— 
but not enough to be harmful to al- 
kaline-loving plants, because the soil 


soon corrects the condition. 


“The moss itseif is first dug, then 
sunned, ripened and aged a couple 
of years, and finally granulated— 
baled and shipped. About 90 years 
ago it was first sent to this countuy 
to be used as bedding for horses— 
and chickens. Then about 15 years 
ago horticulturists began to see its 
possibilities. Now it’s used for both 
purposes extensively, and the ideal 
peat moss for garden uses is that 
which has previously been animal 
bedding. 

“But a little more about the magic 
of peat moss in the garden. In a 
vague way I'd always known that 
adequate moisture was essential to 
plant growth and well-being. Ive 
always felt that plants were like hu- 
man beings who live on solids and 
liquids; now I Know that plants live 
on liquids alone. They depend for 
their very existence and growth on 
what you might call weak soup! For 
they take their ood only in solution, 
The tiny hair-like rootlets that feed 
the plants arent equipped with 
knives and forks, but only with 
siraws., 

“The ingredients of which this soup 
must be made are mostly nitrogen, 
phnospnoric acid, and potash (season- 
ed with a few other elements). ‘These 
three clements are in all good soils 
and commercial plant foods. With 
sullicient moisture and good drain- 
wage beneficent bacteria by the trillions 
are ulso present there. They busily 
decompose the soils and fertilizers 
and in doing so release the three vital 
elements. The water in the soil, if 
there is any, quickly snatches these 
ingredients and forms a reservoir of 
soup to be drunk at leisure by the 
hungry young roots. 

“Surely you've noticed how a 
‘three-day summer rain will cause 
plants to grow Literally inches! It 
isn't the clean washing the plant tops 
get—it isn’t the water alone, it's the 
moisture releasing the plant foods 
way down in the soil and holding 
them in solution there. It’s the crea- 
tion of a never-ending food supply. 

“Plants may be planted in beauti- 
ful, rich, black, sandy loam yet may 
be starving, because perpetual in- 
sufficient moisture keeps most of 
these plant calories and vitamins 
locked in the soil while the unhappy 
jittle rootlets grope in vain. 

“The tropics are dense and lush, 
not because of the heat, but because 
of the constant moisture A desert 
is just as hot, but has no water. Put 
water in a desert and immediately an 
oasis springs into being. It’s obvious, 
then, that moistureeis vital to plant 
existence and growth. And here en- 
ters peat moss. Like a camel, it 
drinks up water when it rains, and 
stores it in its porous, spongelike 

elis. So where there's peat moss 
there's always availabie plant food. 

“Because of its moisture-holding 
capacity, it’s grand everywhere in 
the garden, but especially useful. in 
certain places—for example, in the 
propagating bed where the life of 
each tiny seedling or cutting Is abso- 


lutely dependent on moisture. Also, 
In potting house plants that lead a 
hard life in this steam-heated age. 
Lawns that dry quickly love a little 
raked into their roots And a new 
lawn will thrive happily on a bed of 
peat-mossed soil. Roses, too, ave an 
especial affinity for this product. 


Wildflowers are natural untamed 
things—captured but never domesti- 
cated. Peat moss dug in about their 
roots reproduces a bit of forest at- 
rnosphere and prevents their longing 
for their native soiis. The wildfiow- 
ers. in fact. will settle right down and 
paise families with never a wistful 
backward glance towards the cool, 
moist home of their ancesters. 

“Nor will the evergreens be home- 
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sick with peat at their feet—and a 
homesick evergreen is a sad, sad 
sight. For shedding tears of tiny 
pale green needies it soon becomes 
quite stark and vare—a mere ghost 
of its former jollv self. 

“Peat moss has still other virtues. 
It not only causes heavy ciay soils 
to become loose and friable; it sup- 
plies much needed drainage. This 
is important, too. In Holland, where 
bulbs and perennials are grown by 
the millions, the fields are checkered 
with tiny eanals which take care of 
this problem. It’s not very practi- 
cable to install canals in all our su- 
burban gardens, but we can use peat 
moss instead, for it absorbs the mois- 
ture instead of holding it in puddles 
around the roots. 

“So if you have oubies—o dried- 
up lawn, too much clay, too much 
sand, a heat-baked, wilting delphin- 
ium, or a languishing rose—cure 
them all with peat moss. Or, if you're 
just feeling gay and want to witness 
a few miracles, use a little of this 
garden magic—and then curl up in 
some cozy place with a book. Peat 
moss works in a subtle way—works 
while we dream—and I like to dream 
in summert”

On Garden Subjects 


Sy MAS FLETCHER PEARSON CROWN 


Question: Will you please write on 
the cultivation of asters and snap- 
dragons from seed? I have very lit- 
tle success with getting the seed to 
germinate, 

Answer: I have never had the 
least bit of trouble with getting these 
seed to germinate. Every seed comes 
up. But after they are up, my troubles 
begin. For asters, get the wilt-proof 
varieties. Work some tobacco dust 
into the soil where you would grow 
them. This helps about the wilt. But 
the yellows are transmitted by an in- 
sect which stings the stem of the 
plant, leaving a virus in the stem. 
There is no cure, It can be prevented 
by growing ithe plants under a 
cheese-cloth covered frame. This 
florists do, but it is difficult for ama- 
teurs. Do not plant them in the same 
soil for two succeeding years. Be- 
ginner's have luck because their soil 
is fresh. As for snapdragons, buy 
the rust-proof varieties, for this is one 
of their worst troubles. Grow them 
in soil that has been: well enriched, 
They grow off faster, never becoming 
stunted. 

As for planting the seed, I use my 
regular seed-box mix, one part of 
sand, one part of peat moss, one part 
of sifted coal cinders, and one part 
of good garden soil. This is put 
through a 1-4 inch mesh wire, and 
used in a seed °' ox with coarse cind- 
ers in the bottom for drainage. After 
placing the seed in rows firm them 
closely, for this aids germination. 
Then cover with a light layer of the 
mixture sprinkled on. Cover with 
burlap, watering with a sprinkler 
through this covering until the seeds 
germinate, 

Question: Please write on the cul- 
tivation of greenhouse azaleas as 
grown out-of-doors. 

Answer: These can either be plac- 
ed out-of-doors in their pots by sink- 
ing the pot in a semi-shady part of 
the garden, or by planting it directly 
in the soil. 1 prefer the latter. All 
azaleas like a light soil with much 
leaf mold mixed in. If unable to get 
leaf mold, use peat moss. Have the 
soil acid, Ph4 1-2. Fertilize with 
cottonseed meal in May and in July, 
but no later. Nevér let them suffer 
for water, remembering that they like 
wet foliage. Do not cultivate, you 
may injure their shallow roots. And 
do not prune,

Friends and Influence People.” 


One of the richest men that Europe 
ever knew, and one of the most fa- 
mous men in all the world, was 
worth, when he died, about fifty 
million dollars in land, eighty mul- 
lion dollars in diamonds and pearls 
and rubies, and possessed an income 
of a million dollars a month or 
twenty-four dollars a second, 

Yet, a little after midnight, on July 
16, 1918, he and his family were 
herded into a dirty cellar, full of 
cobwebs, and shot. The story of their 
assassination is One of the most dra- 
matic tales in the annals of history. 

This man was Nicholas II, the last 
Czar of Russia—the man who, for al- 
most a quarter of a century, ruled 
with an iron hand over one-sixth of 
all the land on earth 

In 1917. after almost three years of 
futile slaughter, his armies revolted 
and refused to fight any longer, and 
so, a few minutes before midnight, 
on March 14, 1917, a committee of 
generals met the Czar of Russia in 
the drawing room of his private train 
and told him he would have to re- 
nounce his power and give up his 
throne. 

He was so shocked that he swayed 
from side to side and turned deathly 
pale. The committee was afraid that 
he would actually faint and fall to 
the floor. 

He went to his bed, but he found 
it impossible to sleep. So he got up 
and spent the rest of the night read- 
ing one of Shakespeare's great plays, 
Julius Caesar. 

The next morning, promptly at 
11:15. he signed his abdication with 
an ordinary lead pencil and said, 
“Thank God I can now do what I 
have always wanted to do. I can go 
to my home in’ Crimea and raise 
flowers.’ 

The Czar and his family spent the 
last months of their lives in two 
rooms of an old house on the out- 
skirts of a town at the foot- of the 
Ural mountains. Held there as pris- 
oners by the revolutionists, they were 
forced to eat like peasants. They 
were allowed no sugar, no coffee, no 
cream. no salt and no butter. They 
had nothing to eat except a coarse, 
black bread and a thick, vegetable 
soup twice a aay 

The windows of the house were 


painted over so that they couldnt see 
out and thev were not allowed to 
open the windows. One day, the 


youngest princess, Anastasia, opened 
a window for a breath of air and a 


soldier fired at her. They were ai- 
lowed to walk in a little garden for 
five minutes each day The little 
Cvyarevitch was too ti] to ¥ alk. and 
so his father carried the boy in its 
arms 


The soldiers who were guarding 
them went around half-clothed, ad- 
dressed indecent remarks to the 
young daughters of the Czar. One 
Gay. one of the guards ena hed a 
pocketbook from the Empress and 
took away her money, saying: “You 
won't need money any longer.” 


The Czar himself was a meek,. 


kindly man and he didn’t complain. 
Rut his wife was very domineering 
and she complained bitterly and in- 
cessuntly. and vowed to high Heaven 
that some day she would have he! 
revenge on these beasts 

Shortly after midnight, on the eve- 
ning of July 16. 1918, the captain of 
the guards awakened the Czar and 
his family and told them that rioting 
had oroken out in the town and that 
they must dress quickly and go down 
to the cellar and wait there until

Presently the soldiers yushed down 
into the cellar and showed: “Your 
friends have tried to save you but 
they didnt succeed and we are go- 
ing to kill you.” 

Quickly a soldier fired point blank 
at the Czar and shot him through the 
heart. The instant he fell, the soldiers 
began shooting at the women; but the 
soldiers were so excited that their 
shots went wild and they fired again 
and again, while the helpless women 
ran back and forth, screaming and 
hiding behind one another and trying 
to shield themselves with feather pil- 
lows. 

But the guards succeeded not only 
in shooting the women, buf they stab- 
bed them with bayonets. A few min- 
utes later, the ‘only sound in this 
tragic cellar was the frantic barking 
of a littl dog who ran around over 
the dead bodies, trying to find his 
mistress, One of the soldiers stuck 
his bayonet through the little dog. 
The soldiers then cut the royal bodies 
into pleces, soaked them in gasoline, 
burned them, and threw the charred 
remains down into the pit of an old 
iron mine. 


A few days later, the soldiers poked 
about in the ashes where the bodies 
had been burned and found many 
precious stones, for the Empress and 
her daughters had hidden diamonds 
and rubies in the hems of their 
dresses,

counsel in congratulation. His wife 
filled the courtroom with screams. 

Said Clarence Pemberton, brother 
of the victim: 

“What do they mean when they 
say It wasnt premeditated when he 
put a bullet right up against her face”

Mariano: Fanti will be sentenced 
next week. 

The reader by this time should be 
somewhat confused about this case, 
The tragedy was investigated by one 
of the most efficient police organiza- 
tions In the world, the story was cov- 
ered by some excellent newspaper 
organizations, and there was a trial 
in Open court. Yet the picture re- 
mains extremely cloudy. 

Much that belonged in the picture 
never reached the public. Details 
that tended to clarify the story never 
came out in court. These details 
shed a somewhat different light upon 
the character of the victim, so black- 
ened on the defendant's behalf at the 
trial. 

Bertha Pemberton Nolan never 
“posed as a nurse’ —she actually was 
one. She got ber training in Bruok- 
lyn hospital. And she never insinuat- 
ed herself into Fanti's business af- 
fairs, as Was suggested, but went to 
work for him because he needed het 
in business. And she put her own 
money into the firm. 

While she was nursing one of the 
Fanti children, soon after she first 
met the family, Fanti had her write 
a business letter for him This 
brought such excellent results that 
soon he asked her to write more liet- 
ters. Each time these letters won 
contracts for him. Later, when she 
Was running a tea room, he persuad- 
ed her to join his company. 

Mrs. Nolan would not have gone 
into business with Fanti, it is said, 
but for the fact that work in an of- 
fice freed het to spend her evenings 
with her family, particularly her 
younger daughter, Eileen, hopelessly 
rippled in body and mind since 
shortly after birth 

Care of the invalid daughter was, 
to a great degree, Mrs. Nolan's life 
work. She often said that, so long 
as she lived, the child would never 
be placed in an institution. Accord- 
ing to Jean Nolan, her mother “lost 


This assassination, it should be 
said, was not an official act of the 
newly formed Russian government 
The Soviet government, in fact, ar- 
rested a number of revolutionistis, 
tried them for the murder of the 
Czar, shot five of them, The assassi- 
nation of the royal family was the 
act of a few blood-thirsty revolu- 
tionists who took orders from no one, 


The charred remains of the royal 
family are now buried in Paris, and 
the American flag helped to take 
them there. It happened in this way: 
In January, 1920, the American con- 
sul general in Siberia, at the request 
of a friend, took a rough wooden box, 
tied with a rope, across Siberia and 
delivered it to the British high com- 
mission at Harbin. The American 
consul didn't know what was in the 
box and he didn’t care. The train 
was cold and he used to kick his feet 
against the box to get them warm. 
When he arrived at Harbin, he was 
amazed to learn that the box con- 
tained the burned and mutilated re- 
mains of the dead Czar and his fam- 
ily. The box was sent to Shanghal 
and then to Paris. It was opened in 
Paris, and in it, among other things, 
was found a finger of the Empress 
with her wedding ring still on it. 

The Czar was very fond of ages 
Shakespeare and he must have rea 
these words often: “They that stand 
high have many winds to shake 
them; and if they fall, they dash 
themselves to pieces.”

ali respect” for Fanti when he sug- 
gested, once, that Eileen be “put 
away somewhere.” 

The charge that Mrs. Nolan had 
“stolen” money belonging to the com- 
pany never was substantiated in 
court. Nor did the bookmakers Alt- 
torney Berlin spoke about ever show 
up to testify. One naturally must 
conclude that the woman never de- 
frauded the concern and never play- 


ed the races. 


It was reported in the newspapers 
the day after the so-called “Murder 
of the Office Wife,” that Fanti paid 
for her sedan, similar to his own car. 
The fact was that she gave her less 
expensive car as a down payment on 
the new car, and that she herself had 
been paying the monthly install- 
ments 

The fact that she was wearing in- 
expensive clothes when she died, 
along with the fact that she had re- 
cently pawned some trinkets, hardly 
jibes with the defense suggestion that 
she had milked Fanti and the com- 
pany. (He had the reputation, inci- 
dentally, for being a very stingy fel- 
low.) 

Any number of people have said 
that she was the brains of the busi- 
ness. In banking circles her ability 
was unquestioned, The banks never 
did business with Fanti, but alwuys 
with her, because they respected her 
so much more. 

As for the charge that she was bent 
upon breaking up the Fanti home, 
her daughter Jean says thie is utterly 
ridiculous. There was always a 
friendly relationship between the two 
families, Jean insists. They visited 
at cach other's homes-—once Fanti 
fell it! with pneumonia at the Nolan 
home and remained there for a 
rmonth. Many times Mrs. Nolan and 
Jean bought clothes for the Fanti 
children. There never was a trace 
of the secretiveness usually to be 
found in an adulterous affair. 

The fact that Fanti had a succes- 
sion of extra-marital romances while 
Mr«. Nolan was associated with him 
in business, never came out in court, 
not being relevant. Nor did his ex- 
periences with two previous business 
partners. 

Perhaps the picture is a little clear- 
er to the reader now. And perhaps 
something has happened to Justice.
